Trustees' future 
in Gov's hands?

It seems that the political fate of two of An- 
tioch's trustees, Robert Wilton and Mabel 
Lou Weber, might now be in the hands of 
Illinois Gov. Jim Thompson. 

House Bill 345, removing the indirect con- 
nection from a state statute that bans public 
officials from any direct or indirect con- 
nectioii with the sale or distribution of liquor, 
is If ow laying on Thompson's desk awaiting 
the governor's signature. 

Thompson vetoed the same bill in 1980. He 
must take action on this draft by August 15. . 

The bill is the brainchild of State Rep. 
Richard Mautiiio (D-Spring Valley) who first 
brought it before the Illinois House in 1978. 
The bill finally passed the house and the state 
senate in 1980 JDut was killed when Thompson 
vetoed it. 

Maulino- cited several cases in the state 
wheref^the "indirect" was interpreted as 
broadly as a semi-truck driver who in- 
termittently transported liquor, who could 
not serve on a board. 

Mautino did say that in cases, such as in 
Antioch, when said people have liquor 
license approval they should abstain from 
voting on a license they were indirectly in- 
volved with. 

Mautino's bill passed the house in May and 
received senate approval on June 20 but ttie 



senate okayed the bill only after two amend- 
ments were tacked onto it. One of those 
amendments put the indirect connection 
back in the bill. 

Mautino then had the bill brought in front 
of a conference committee of 10 legislators 
who agreed to drop the indirect connection. 

Wilton claims he knew nothing about the 
bill until a few days before the last board 
meeting, when the board approved the ap- 
plication for a liquor license by the owners of 
the new Thompson's Restaurant now under 
construction at the intersection of Rtes. 59 
and 173. 

Wilton's- wife, Leta, is one of those owners. 
The restaurant is due to make its Antioch 
debute in late August. 

Weber is employed as a bookeeper for An- 
tioch Bowl on Rte. 173 which also holds a 
village issued liquor license. 

Weber said that, after getting legal advice 
on the matter, she feels that even if the 
govcnor vetoes the bill again it does not 
really involve her because the interpretation 
of the word indirect is too broad in her case. 

Whether or not Wilton will be able to retain 
his trustee seat and be in any way physically 
involved in the workings of the restaurant is 
another question still unanswered even if 
Thompson puts his John Hancock on the bill.

Money, curriculum and teachers for the 
upcoming school year were the main points 
of business handled at the last regular 
meeting of the Antioch High School Board of 
Education, Thursday, July 21. 

The board ratified the contract that had 
been negotiated with the teachers for the 
1983-84 school year, giving the teaching staff 
of the high school an overall raise of nine per- 
cent, with fringe benefits and incriments in- 
cluded. 

It was announced that the public hearing 
on the proposed 1983-84 school budget will be 
held at 7:30 p.m., Thursday, Sept. 15, in Ihe 
board room. The tentative budget will be on 
display in the general office beginning 
Augusta,. 

. There will be two new teachers at the 
school when the fall term begins. Larry 
Kamin will be teaching mathematics and 
Rosemary Collard will be th e new part-time 
Spanishte^chef. ' " 

—There-will -also- be three, new^ foreign ex- 
chan^e st udents when the school bell ri ngs : 
Ivar- Lovund from Norway, sponsored"b3r 
Youth. For Understanding; Raiph Even from 
West Germany, sponsored by-the-Antioch 
Rotary Club; Catarina T^ossman from 
5wederi, sponsored by the American Scan- 
dinavian Student Exchange. 



In other business, the board approved the 
signing of a contract with Honeywell Corp. 
for an Energy Management System. 

Registration dates for the fall term were 
announced by Gary Allen, .director of 
curriculum and are as follows: freshman, 
from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m., on Monday, August 22; 
sophomores, from 8 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., on 
Tuesday, August 23; juniors, from B a.m. to 
12:30 p.m., on Wednesday, August 24, and 
seniors will register from 8 a^m. to noon on 
August 25. 

All registrations will be held in the 
cafeteria. Allen also reported on the secon- 
dary, elementary articulation schedule and 
its participants: Antioch Upper Grade 
School, Lake Villa, St. Peter, Antioch Com- 
munity High School, MiUburn, Grass Lake 
and Emmons. 

Pertaining to the same matter, the board 
approved that the school fees for the 1983-84 
school year will remain the same as the year 
-just passed, amounting to approximately $25 
for returning students and $30 (or new 
students, the difference^being the cost of two

Gradeschool 
tentatively 
okays budget 

The proposed 1983-84 budget for the An- 
tioch Grade School District is up by 6.8 per- 
cent, from $3,628,000 last year to a proposed 
$3,873,000. 

The board tentatively adopted the budget 
at its July 19 meeting, with a public hearing 
on the budget to be held Sept: 20. Until that 
time, the budget will be available for. review 
from the administrative office. 

In other action, the board heard that the 
district had a "very low, almost unheard of 
figure" of absences among staff last year. 

According to Supt. Donald Skidmore, the 
average number of daysyiissed by teachers 
last year was 4.26 days, compared to 5.48 
days.in 1981-82 and 7.47 days in 1980-81. 
', The average at Oakland Grade School, he 
said, was only 2.2 days per teacher. 
As a result the $3,300 remaining in the sub- 
_stitute fund was divided among the teachers 
who missed less than six days. Nine teachers 
JiaApjerfect^aiJemlance^ndtwo only missed 
,a half-day. Gift certificates as well as a 
^bonus were awarded to those teaehersr^

Management, Inc. for 227,000 cubic yards of 
soil, the village contended that the disposal 
company must have a conditional use permit 
granted for the removal of that much soil 
before a soil erosion permit can be granted. 




. ^'That m?tny cubic yai'ds of soil would fill 
12,500 serni-trucks, ■• said Henderson. 

After ' requesting a recess. Waste 
Management made another proposal to the 
village th^t 'essehtiairy said that if the 
disposal company loses the expansion 
hearing then the 227,000 yards of soil would 

, not.be needed. All they would need would be 
enough for the required four foot cover of the 

«ite. \ '

So the Waste Managenient situation is now 
in three stages, the soil erosion hearing, the 
village's appeal on the horizontal expansion 
now in the Appellate Court and the vertical- 
expansion hearing set for Sept. 12. 



UTILITY HELP 

Friday, July 29, is the last 
day for Antioch residents to 
apply for assistance in 
paying their utility bills. 



According to Phil Burke, long-time An- 
tioch resident and recently announced can- 
didate, for the U. S, Senate,, the insurance 
company for the Village of Antioch, Arthur 
Gallagher and Co., Rolling Meadows, has 
agreed to pay him $4,900 for the .replacement 
of paneling in his home and $1,500 for the 
reconstruction of flooring. 

Burke claims that the backing 'up of the 
sewers caused this damage. 

Representatives from the insurance com- 
pany refused to comment on the agreemertt 
and Todd Maplethorpe, Antioch superin- 
tendent of public works, did the same. 

Marilyn Sterbenz, village clerk, said thalt 
^he had he ard that Burke and the insurance 
company had come to some agreement but 
she did not know the details. 

Burke also said that he had filed another 
suit against the village in small claims court, 
on July 25 for $2,500 for reimbursement on 
the cost of digging and installing a new sewer 
line to his home at 525 Orchard St 

Burke claims 85 hours of labor costs, $300 
for landscaping and $1,713 for the sewer line, 
excluding labor costs. 

—According to Burke, the sewer line was too 
small and not properly maintained although 
it ha)^ been approved by village inspectors. 



Burke said that the village had blamed the, 
sewer back-ups on his upstream neighbor^' 
depositing of substances that caused the 
stopage. 

No comment on the entire situation was 
f'brthcoming from village officials. 

The village, in order to avoid being fined, is 
presently involved, in meeting federal seweir 
regulaUons by.fall by doing such sewer main- 
tenance as removing sludge from sludge 
beds and sealing 333 leaking joints in i\i^^ 
sewer pipes. * . ,'. ■ 

Although the sludge dumping will pose a 
slightly larger problem this year because' it 
was usually dumped at the HOD site in the 
village (now closed by Waste Management^ 
Inc.), the village feels finding deposit sites 
should be fairly easy since the sludge has 
been cleared of toxic or any other detrimen- 
tal content by testing.

WHEREAS, the State of llUnois has enacted "An ACT 
regulating waqes of laborers, mechanics and other work- 
men employed 'in any public works by the State, county, 
city or any public boay or any political subdivision or by 
anyone under coptract for public works," approved June 
26, 1941, OS amended, being Section 395-1 through 39s- 
12, Chapter A^, HIinois Revised Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that. the Antioch' 
Township Highway Department investigate and ascertain 
the prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for 
laborers, mechanics and other workmen in the locality of 
the said Highway Department employed in perfoi'ming 
construction of public works for said Highway Depart- 
ment, exclusive of mointenance work.
